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NUMISMATIC  NOTES 

I  have  a  very  intelligent  correspondent  in  the  British  Solomon 
Islands  who  has  been  sending  me  some  interesting  Numismatic  material. 
As  it  is  not  yet  known  to  collectors  I  will  give  a  description  of  same  and 
how  made.  I  sent  three  pieces  to  the  American  Numismatic  Society 
Museum  in  New  York  where  it  is  now  on  display.  They  had  not  seen  it 
before  and  had  no  description  of  how  made  or  of  what  material. 

I  am  offering  two  pieces  in  No.  1187-1188  of  this  booklet.  My  cor¬ 
respondent  writes.  The  Shell  Ring  Money  is  made  from  the  shells  of  the 
Giant  Clam.  This  shell  attains  a  weight  of  600  pounds  but  specimens 
these  days  more  often  weigh  about  350.  The  natives  did  not  usually  use 
live  shells  but  hunted  up  old  ones  embedded  in  reefs,  which  had  been 
heaved  up  by  volcanic  action  or  earthquakes.  Some  of  these  ancient 
reefs  are  miles  inland. 

The  shell  was  sawn,  the  thick  part  of  the  hinge  being  used  for  the 
specimens  I  send  you.  Before  the  last  century,  before  the  trader  ar¬ 
rived,  the  people  sawed  the  Tridacna  (Tridacna  gigas  is  the  latin  name 
of  this  Giant  Clam)  with  tough  slips  of  vine  or  bamboo,  sand  being  run 
into  the  cut.  It  was  a  long  painful  process  and  the  money  made  was 
rough.  When  the  early  traders  arrived,  the  people  bought  wire  from 
them,  and  made  rough  saws  to  cut  the  shells. 

All  this  shell  money  is  very  old.  It  is  not  used  now-a-days  except 
as  presents,  at  marriage.  It  is  not  made  for  tourist  traffic  and  pieces  can 
only  occasionally  be  had,  where  parties  are  willing  to  sell.  Some  pieces 
I  am  sure  are  several  hundred  years  old. 

During  the  past  year  the  government  has  issued  an  order  that  no 
more  pieces  are  to  leave  the  islands  except  on  a  special  permit.  I  might 
mention  my  correspondent  has  been  in  the  Solomons  for  many  years,  can 
speak  the  native  language  and  in  his  travels  he  can  occasionally  get  a 
piece.  I  feel  sure  it  will  always  be  rare  and  interesting. 

When  I  received  the  first  pieces  a  few  months  ago  I  was  greatly 
puzzled  as  I  could  not  feel  sure  whether  the  material  was  stone  or  shell 
as  I  knew  no  giant  shell  could  be  smoothed  down  as  smooth  as  some  of 
these  pieces  are  but  the  fact  that  the  best  pieces  were  secured  from 
embedded  reefs  that  may  be  millions  of  years  old,  answers  the  question. 

Any  correspondent  who  has  some  curious  money  that  is  known  to 
be  old  and  genuine  I  would  like  to  hear  about  it.  I  had  one  lot  from 
New  Guinea  and  may  have  more  in  the  next  few  months  but  the  war  all 
over  the  world  upsets  many  well  made  plans.
